EXPERTS OPTIMISTIC ABOUT U.S.-JAPAN TRADE AND 
AGRICULTURE REFORM EFFORTS, ACCORDING TO NEW BOOK 

Agricultural policy and politics are changing in potentially 
beneficial ways in both Japan and the United States, according to 
Takashi Sato, the Japanese Minister of Agriculture and Forestry. 

Sato urges policy makers to "put all of our wisdom together" 
to stabilize worldwide supply and demand for food and to 
stabilize prices. "We must adjust each country's economic and 
agricultural structures in the spirit of close cooperation, and 
advanced exporting countries play an important role," he says. 

Sato's remarks appear in a new book released by the U.S.- 
Japan Economic Agenda, a joint project of The George Washington 
University and The Carnegie Council on Ethics and International 
Affairs in New York. 

Written by leading agricultural trade experts, the book 
"Agricultural Reform Efforts in the United States and Japan," 

(New York University Press) , examines agricultural reforms now 
underway in the two countries, and provides insights into the 
likely future of U.S.-Japan agriculture/trade relations. 

Examining change in Japan, the authors note that in 1987, 

for the first time, and in the face of strong domestic political 

opposition, Japan lowered the domestic support price for rice— 

which is currently about eight times higher than world prices.

In December, Japan lifted quotas on a series of agricultural 
products that had been the subject of a U.S.-Japan trade dispute 
in The General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) for many 
years. 

Pressures for change are evident in Japan, and come from 
disappointed Japanese consumers who are "increasingly critical of 
their government's agricultural support programs," explains 
Professor Kenzo Hemmi, Chairman of the Board of the International 
Rice Research Institute in Manila, a contributor to the book. 

Therefore, "the Japanese government is beginning to use 
price mechanisms to induce structural change in Japanese 
agriculture, rather than waiting to adjust prices until Japan's 
agriculture becomes more competitive, as they did in the past," 
he says. 

However, according to the authors, concurrent farmer 
demonstrations suggest that powerful political resistance to 
change persists in Japan. 

In the United States, pressure for reform also comes from 
"internal political and budgetary factors," writes 
co-author John Schnittker, former U.S. Undersecretary of 
Agriculture. U.S. farmers had hoped that exports would save 
American agriculture. However, "those hopes have faded, and 
financial problems are being accepted by farmers," he notes. 

This situation, Schnittker says, produced a new financial and 
emotional equilibrium in rural America in 1987. 

The book also reviews the negotiating issues and 

—more— 
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opportunities that current reforms open up in the forthcoming 
Uruguay Round under the GATT. 

Fred Sanderson, senior fellow at the National Center 
for Food and Agricultural Policy, Resources for the Future, sees 
the domestic policy changes in the two countries as the key to 
agricultural trade improvements, both bilaterally and in GATT. 

He points out that although Japan is already America's 
largest agriculture market, potential demand for U.S. products in 
Japan is "still far from satisfied." Therefore, prospects for 
U.S.-Japan agricultural trade are positive and, according to 
Sanderson, should continue to improve as greater liberalization 
takes place. 

In his contribution to the book, Daniel Amstutz, former 
U.S. Undersecretary of Agriculture, emphasizes the prospects 
under the new Uruguay GATT Round. All of the U.S. farm programs 
will be on the bargaining table in Uruguay, he says. 

Future Geneva talks, he adds, must freeze subsidies and 

import barriers, gradually phasing them out. According to 

Amstutz, "the talks must also harmonize the current rigorous 

international food, plant and animal health regulations, and 

improve dispute settlement procedures between the two countries." 

The U.S.-Japan Economic Agenda sponsors hard-hitting analyses of 
controversial economic issues in U.S.-Japan relations. The group 
seeks to build a constituency of private sector groups that value 
overall U.S.- Japan relations enough to resolve economic 
differences aggressively. 

The Agenda is co-directed by Henry Nau, Associate Dean of George 
Washington University's School of International Affairs, and 
Robert Myers, President of the Carnegie Council on Ethics and 
International Affairs in New York.

TRACHTENBERG NAMED TO 

GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY PRESIDENCY 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The George Washington University Board 
of Trustees today named Stephen Joel Trachtenberg the 15th 
president of the University. Trachtenberg succeeds Lloyd H. 
Elliott, who will retire after serving as the University's chief 
executive for 23 years. Trachtenberg, president of the 
University of Hartford, West Hartford, Conn., since 1977, will 
assume the George Washington University presidency on Aug. 1. 

The announcement was made by L. Stanley Crane, chairman of 
the Presidential Search Committee and a member of the George 
Washington Board of Trustees. Crane said, "Stephen Trachtenberg 
is known as a dynamic and innovative leader who is committed to 
excellence in higher education. We look forward to his 
leadership at George Washington University." 

The search committee considered some 100 applicants and 
nominees since May of last year. Eleven candidates were invited

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to Washington for interviews, and subsequently five met with and 
were interviewed by the full committee. 

Selection criteria established by the Board of Trustees 
included a record of leadership and successful management in 
higher education, fundraising, planning and organization. The 
committee also sought candidates with a commitment to diversity 
in all segments of the university community, and sensitivity to 
the responsibilities and opportunities of an urban university in 
the nation's capital. 

In accepting the appointment, Trachtenberg said, "George 
Washington University has established an enviable reputation as 
an institution whose devotion to teaching, research and service 
is balanced with a powerful involvement in national and 
international affairs. My first goal as president will be to see 
to it that this balance and this record of achievement are 
maintained and, wherever possible, strengthened and extended." 

Trachtenberg, 50, has served as president and professor of 
law and public administration at the University of Hartford for 
11 years. Previously he served for eight years at Boston 
University in successive administrative positions, including dean 
of university affairs, academic dean of the College of Liberal 
Arts and vice president for academic services. Trachtenberg also 
was special assistant for two years to the U.S. Education 
Commissioner, Department of Health, Education and Welfare. 

During that time he served as secretary for the Lyndon B. Johnson

Prior to his academic career he was an attorney in the New 
York Office of the U.S. Atomic Energy Commission for three years. 

He has written extensively on issues in higher education and 
is author of the lead chapter in the book "Academic Leaders as 
Managers" (Jossey-Bass, 1982). His articles have appeared in a 
variety of publications, including Educational Record, Phi Delta 
Kappan, AGB Reports, Resources in Education, Journal for Higher 
Education Management, The College Board Review, The Washington 
Post and The New York Times. Trachtenberg has also served as a 
consulting editor to The Journal of Education. 

He is active in the American Council on Education (ACE), 
where he serves as an advisory board member for the association's 
journal — The Educational Record — and as a member of the 
Commission on Minorities in Higher Education. He is president of 
the Connecticut Council on Higher Education, chair of the 
Connecticut Conference of Independent Colleges and a member of 
the board of directors of the American Association of University 
Administrators. He also serves on the boards of several 
hospitals, a bank and a variety of other organizations. 

Trachtenberg was named one of the Top 100 Leaders in the 
American Academy in a 1978 Change magazine poll. He received a 
1987 Human Relations Award from the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, and a 1986 honorary Doctor of Humane Letters 
degree from Trinity College (Conn.). His recognition throughout 
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the years also includes being selected as a Winston Churchill 
Traveling Fellow to study in Oxford, England, in 1968. 

He earned the B.A. degree from Columbia University in 1959, 
the J.D. from Yale University in 1962 and the Master of Public 
Administration from Harvard University in 1966.

G.W. PRESIDENT LLOYD H. ELLIOTT TO GIVE WINTER 
CONVOCATION ADDRESS—900 DEGREES TO BE AWARDED 

George Washington University President Lloyd H. Elliott will 
give the convocation address during GW's winter convocation 
ceremony at 1:00 p.m. Sunday, Feb. 14, in the Charles E. Smith 
Center (600 22nd St., NW). He will discuss the role of the 
university in society. 

One of the most respected leaders in American higher 
education, Elliott came to GW in 1965. When he retires this 
summer, he will have presided over the University for 23 years, a 
time of unparalleled growth. 

The Elliott years have been marked by a vision of the 
integral relationships among academic excellence, financial 
support and physical facilities. During this period the 
University's endowment has risen extraordinarily, from $8 million 
to approximately $220 million. GW is currently in the midst of a 
$75 million fund-raising campaign. 

Under Elliott's administration, George Washington has added 
more than two million square feet of academic space including the 
Cloyd Heck Marvin Center, Norma Lee and Morton Funger Hall, 

Walter G. Ross Hall, the Charles E. Smith Center, the Academic

Center (with its three major halls—Smith Hall, Rome Hall and 
Phillips Hall) and the National Law Center's Theodore N. Lerner 
Hall. 

In addition, three libraries have been built during 
Elliott's tenure: the Himmelfarb Health Sciences Library, the 
Jacob Burns Law Library and the Melvin Gelman Library. Gelman 
now houses more than one million volumes and recently qualified 
for membership in the Association of Research Libraries. 

Elliott's leadership abilities have also been recognized by 
the community at large. He will become president of the National 
Geographic Education Foundation upon his retirement from GW and 
currently serves as vice-chairman of the board of the National 
Geographic Society. He also serves on the boards of many 
organizations including the American Security Bank, C&P Telephone 
Company, the National Association of Independent Colleges and 
Universities and the Washington Institute of Foreign Affairs. 

Lloyd Hartman Elliott came to George Washington after 
serving, for seven years, as president of the University of 
Maine. Previously, he served as executive assistant to the 
president of Cornell University. Having also worked as an 
elementary and high school teacher, principal, assistant 
superintendent, and college teacher, Elliott has a total of more 
than 50 years of experience in education. 

Elliott holds nine honorary degrees from colleges and 
universities worldwide. In addition, he has authored numerous

articles and papers in the field of education. 

At the convocation/ President Elliott will confer 
approximately 900 degrees in course as well as one honorary 
degree to John Bonner Duncan. Duncan has been associated with 
George Washington for 16 years, first as trustee and later as 
trustee emeritus. 

Duncan has been active in more than 80 Washington, DC, civic 
organizations for the past 40 years, including agencies dealing 
with education, health, recreation, welfare, youth and civil 
rights. He served as attorney and senior attorney for several 
United States government agencies and was commissioner of the 
District of Columbia under Presidents Kennedy and Johnson.

He also serves on the boards of many 
organizations including the American Security Bank, C&P Telephone 
Company, the National Association of Independent Colleges and 
Universities and the Washington Institute of Foreign Affairs. 

Lloyd Hartman Elliott came to George Washington after 
serving, for seven years, as president of the University of 
Maine. Previously, he served as executive assistant to the 
president of Cornell University. Having also worked as an 
elementary and high school teacher, principal, assistant 
superintendent, and college teacher, Elliott has a total of more 
than 50 years of experience in education. 

Elliott holds nine honorary degrees from colleges and 
universities worldwide. In addition, he has authored numerous

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articles and papers in the field of education. 

At the convocation, President Elliott will confer 
approximately 900 degrees in course as well as one honorary 
degree to John Bonner Duncan. Duncan has been associated with 
George Washington for 16 years, first as trustee and later as 
trustee emeritus. 

Duncan has been active in more than 80 Washington, DC, civic 
organizations for the past 40 years, including agencies dealing 
with education, health, recreation, welfare, youth and civil 
rights. He served as attorney and senior attorney for several 
United States government agencies and was commissioner of the 
District of Columbia under Presidents Kennedy and Johnson.

G.W. PROFESSOR LOOKS AT REVITALIZATION OF D.C.'S "INNER CORE" 

By the early 21st century/ Washington, D.C.'s downtown core 
and its inner ring of older neighborhoods will have undergone a 
complete cycle of regeneration, substantially reducing blight and 
deterioration that has plagued the city since World War II, says 
Dennis Gale, director of The George Washington University's 
Center for Washington Area Studies. 

In his new book, "Washington, D.C.: Inner City 
Revitalization and Minority Suburbanization" (Temple University 
Press, 1987), Gale looks at post-World War II Washington, D.C., 
and its suburbs, examining the revitalization of the city's inner 
core and rising minority access to suburban living. 

The District of Columbia challenges conventional wisdom that 
urban centers continue to deteriorate while suburbs persist as 
racially exclusionary enclaves, Gale believes. Since the late 
1960s, the city's central core has witnessed vast revitalization 
while the suburbs, especially Prince George's County, have opened 
to minorities. 

"The central core of the nation's capital is now well on the 
way to complete revitalization," according to Gale. A new

downtown, north of the GW campus, has been built over the past 30 
years. Private reinvestment of the old downtown, east of 15th 
St., N.W., is also well advanced, sparked by publicly subsidized 
Metro system. Convention Center and Pennsylvania Avenue 
Development Corporation projects. 

Private market rehabilitation and restoration have also been 
instrumental in revitalizing the surrounding ring of older 
neighborhoods including Foggy Bottom, Dupont Circle, Logan 
Circle, Capitol Hill and Mount Pleasant. 

These urban renewal efforts have created some negative 
impact, however, Gale says. Revitalization has led to a net loss 
in low- and moderate-income housing units. 

In the mid-1950s, whites began leaving the District for the 
suburbs and, in the 1970s, black families began migrating to the 
suburbs in significant numbers as well. But then, in the mid- 
1980s, Washington's population began to stabilize, reversing a 30 
year declining trend. 

According to Gale, the gentrification of the core 
neighborhoods, primarily by whites, has helped the city reach a 
state of population stability. He feels the key to maintaining 
the stability will be determined in considerable measure by the 
quality of the public schools.

G.W. PROFESSOR LOOKS AT REVITALIZATION OF D.C.'S "INNER CORE" 

By the early 21st century, Washington, D.C.'s downtown core 
and its inner ring of older neighborhoods will have undergone a 
complete cycle of regeneration, substantially reducing blight and 
deterioration that has plagued the city since World War II, says 
Dennis Gale, director of The George Washington University's 
Center for Washington Area Studies. 

In his new book, "Washington, D.C.: Inner City 
Revitalization and Minority Suburbanization" (Temple University 
Press, 1987), Gale looks at post-World War II Washington, D.C., 
and its suburbs, examining the revitalization of the city's inner 
core and rising minority access to suburban living. 

The District of Columbia challenges conventional wisdom that 
urban centers continue to deteriorate while suburbs persist as 
racially exclusionary enclaves. Gale believes. Since the late 
1960s, the city's central core has witnessed vast revitalization 
while the suburbs, especially Prince George's County, have opened 
to minorities. 

"The central core of the nation's capital is now well on the 
way to complete revitalization," according to Gale. A new 


more- 
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downtown, north of the GW campus, has been built over the past 30 
years. Private reinvestment of the old downtown, east of 15th 
St., N.W., is also well advanced, sparked by publicly subsidized 
Metro system. Convention Center and Pennsylvania Avenue 
Development Corporation projects. 

Private market rehabilitation and restoration have also been 
instrumental in revitalizing the surrounding ring of older 
neighborhoods including Foggy Bottom, Dupont Circle, Logan 
Circle, Capitol Hill and Mount Pleasant. 

These urban renewal efforts have created some negative 
impact, however. Gale says. Revitalization has led to a net loss 
in low- and moderate-income housing units. 

In the mid-1950s, whites began leaving the District for the 
suburbs and, in the 1970s, black families began migrating to the 
suburbs in significant numbers as well. But then, in the mid- 
1980s, Washington's population began to stabilize, reversing a 30 
year declining trend. 

According to Gale, the gentrification of the core 
neighborhoods, primarily by whites, has helped the city reach a 
state of population stability. He feels the key to maintaining 
the stability will be determined in considerable measure by the 
quality of the public schools.

THE FULL-TIME TROUBLES OF PART-TIME WORKERS 

The term "part-time worker" evokes familiar images of 
high schoolers flipping burgers and working mothers arriving home 
in time to meet the school bus. However, "lurking behind these 
images are bleak economic realities of part-time employment," 
contends George Washington University Research Professor of 
Economics, Sar Levitan. 

"The vast majority of America's 19.5 million part-time 
workers hold low-wage, dead-end jobs which offer few, if any, 
benefits or promotional opportunities," Levitan and research 
associate Elizabeth Conway report in "Part-time Employment: 

Living on Half-Rations," a working paper published by George 
Washington's Center for Social Policy Studies. 

During the 1980s, the number of part-time jobs has grown 
nearly 50 percent faster than full-time employment, and now 
accounts for one in five persons at work in the United States. 

However, more than half of this growth is due to the 

expansion of "involuntary" part-time work. More than five 

million of America's involuntary part-timers must settle for 

reduced hours, because of slack work or the inability to find the 

full-time jobs they desire.

"These workers must choose between half a job, or no job 
at all, says Levitan, director of the Center. 

Levitan and Conway note that despite claims about a 
prolonged economic recovery, involuntary part-time employment 
accounts for more than one quarter of all part-time work in the 
United States. 

In addition, the GW analysts cite the following figures: 

—Women, minorities, senior citizens, and teenagers, who 
comprise most of the part-time workforce, often hold 
jobs in two of the lowest-paying sectors of the 
economy—the food service and retail industries. 

—In 1987, part-timers worked an average of only 22 
hours per week at a median wage of $4.42 per hour, 
compared with full-time workers whose hourly wage was 
$7.43. 

—Nearly one third of involuntary part-timers 

have no health insurance, compared with less than one 
tenth of full-timers. Furthermore, less than 20 percent of 
those on short schedules receive pension benefits. 

Despite insufficient compensation, many married couple 
families depend on a spouse's supplemental part-time earnings 
for economic survival. However, in 1985, more than three 
million part-time workers and their families lived in poverty, 
Levitan and Conway report. 

While workers and their families bear much of the financial 
burden of part-time employment, "government and charity foot the 
bill, too, insofar as welfare payments, medicaid and other public 
and private efforts support indigent part-time workers," says 
Levitan. 

"Since taxpayers subsidize the cost of part-time work, the 
government has a strong financial interest, not to mention a

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moral responsibility, in correcting inequities,” he contends. 

The authors note that recent actions by states, the federal 
government and a few employers are a step in the right 
direction. For example, they cite initiatives by a few employers 
to improve the status of part-time workers by offering them 
pro-rated benefits or by paying higher wages to compensate 
for lost benefits. 

But more remains to be done, say the authors. "Part-time 
work could provide great opportunities to those seeking to 
balance work with family, education, or other responsiblilites," 
conclude the authors. 

"Employers who view part-time employees as disposable, 
cost-saving tools still write the rules for most part-timers. 
Until these rules are changed, a growing number of part-time jobs 
will represent a burden rather than an opportunity to American 
workers."

The Alliant 
equipment consists of high-performance computational elements, 
interactive processors, peripheral equipment and scientific 
software.

An urban plan for the city of Annapolis, Md., developed by a 
team of George Washington University graduate students, has been 
selected to receive the American Institute of Certified Planners 
(AICP) student project award.

Costly organ transplantation has drawn considerable 
attention to a basic structural problem in American health care 
financing, says Mary Ann Baily, associate research professor of 
economics at The George Washington University. 

In a working paper published recently, Baily discusses 
fairness and ability to pay in the distribution of transplant 
organs. She focuses on how costs affect fair distribution of 
health care services, including state-supported Medicaid 
services. 

"Because of the high cost involved, even a few heart or 
liver transplants can financially displace an entire program for 
crippled children or patients with Alzheimer's disease in a state 
Medicaid budget," says Baily.

"Before public funds such as Medicaid are used, a consensus 
must be reached on what is an adequate level of care," says 
Baily. "Society must then determine how to achieve a fair 
distribution of care and its costs." 

Baily notes that current Medicaid coverage varies from state 
to state allowing access to organ transplant finances for some 
and not for others. 

A survey by the University's Intergovernmental Health Policy 
Project found Medicaid programs in 40 states and the District of 
Columbia covering liver transplants, and 32 states and the 
District covering heart transplants. 

"While opinions differ about what is fair in the 
distribution of health care," Baily says, "it is difficult to 
justify treating people who have nearly the same medical 
conditions so differently depending on where they live." 

The paper, "Economic Issues in Organ Substitution 
Technology," was released by the George Washington Graduate 
Institute for Policy Education and Research.
